Geese in Demand 
For Weeding Crops 
NORWALK, O 
— ip — Wayne 
Alltshouse, operator of the Nor 
walk Hatchery, which specializes 
rn geese, reports a rising demand 
for the honkers — and not for the 
dinner table either. 
Last 
year some 
65,000 g o s l i n g s 
were shipped, mostly 
to 
cotton 
planters, 
peanut 
producers 
and 
others 
who use 
geese 
to weed 
crops 
"We call them weeders,’ he s; id, 
"but they could be called grassers 
because

gra'-'-e-, 
that 
' an *- trouble in a cotton or peanut

Savings of from $15 to $25 
an 
ii re have been realized by putting 
from one to three geese on an acre 
of 
plantation to keep down the
